NEw York, August 3.—The Star and 
Herald of July 22d bas a story of the loss of 
the Chilian transport Loa, in Callao Bay. A 
Peruvian officer procurivg a suitable launch, 
put a torpedo into and over this. He 
placed a false bottom, resting on springs, kept 
down by the weight of the cargo. He then 
loaded it with a very choice assortment of 
fruits, vegetables and fowls, towing it out 
towards the blockading squadron. Before 
daylight he 

SET IT ADRIFT. 

All day long tbat launch floated about, but 
towards five in the evening, fearing it would 
fallinto neutral hands, a boat was sent out to 
bring it back. The Loa, seeing the boat from 
shore making towards the neutrals, caught 
sight of the launch and turned towards 
it. The Loa lowered two boats to fetch in 
the prize, and it was brought alongside and 
the discharge commenced. As the weight ia 
the launch was diminished, the machinery in 
connection with the torpedo was set free, and 
in a Moment 00 pounds of dynamite were ex- 
ploded. The Loa was almos: lifted out of the 
water and appeared enveloped in a mass of 
flame which resolved itself into dense clouds 
of black. When this cleared away the vessel 
set med not to have suffered, but suddenly

m.the Indians approached in force and at- 
tacked the camp. They were repulsed. At 
lla. m. Capt. Gielle with two companies ar- 
rived, upon which

took place between the troops and the In- 
dians, whith lasted about three hours. Lieut. 
Calladay was wounded, one soldier was 
killed and eight horses killed.

THE DOOMED BALBO. 


No Hope for the Italian Wife- 
Murderer. 


How He Reeeived the News of His Inev- 
itable Fate.

NEW YORK, August 35.—Balbo awakened | 
about six o’clock and dressed without loss 
of time. until the arrival of Father Anacletiis 
for his devotions. The priest came 
some time after 7, and was followed by 
father Duranquet. Balbo was asked if he was 
prepared for the worst and answered in the 
‘firmative. At 8 he was removed from 
his cell by Deputy Sneriffs and 
accompanied by two priests, went to the little 
chapel in the women’s prison, where mass was 
celebrated in the presence of about fifty wo- 
men and twenty-five boys. Leaving the 
Chapel, he walked up and down the prison 


WITH THE PRIESTS 
and did not seem to even notice the unusual 
groups of deputies, keepers and newspaper 
men who watched his movements intently. 
During the promenade his counsel entered, 


accompanied by Father Riordan, 
who had accepted the unpleas- 
ant task of breaking the news. 


The condemned man had a moment before 
asked for a drink of water, and as he held the 
‘uli glass of water in his hand there was 
not a visible tremor. However, when he no- 
iced the new comers and saw father 
Riordan’s serious face and missed the usual 
.earty greeting from his couasel, be seemed 


uddenly to realize what it all 
aeant and that no good news

Sights and Antiquities of the Eternal 
City.

HOTEL COSTANz!I, ROME, ITALY, July 13. 
—Florence was a disappointment to all ex- 
cept the art-mad members of our party, and 
even they were far from happy, because it 80 
chanced that house-cleaning time had arrived 
at the Pitti Gallery, and the Tribune was 
closed by order of the Government that the 
Konders of art contained therein might be 
washed down. However, there was quite 
enough life in Florence for one day’s hur- 
ried sight-seeing, especially when time must 
be stolen somewhere for the curiously tiny 
shops that line both sides of the Ponte 
Vecchio—of the Jewelry Bridge, as it is some- 
times called—where daintiest temptations in 
mosaics, precious metals and jewelry baited 
the unwary Tourjean. 

A dis appointment? Yes, because it was 89 
hot, and so fearfully dusty that, though 
Florence may be very beautiful, it was im- 
possibleto so see it with eyes that were 
blinded with the white shimmer of the 
scorching sun reflected from yellow wails and 
pavements, and through an atmosphere that 
was thick with dust particles. However, the 
representative of Gaze K Son who conducts 
us planned the day as well as it was possible, 
— fora ride about the city, of 
which the dust and heat were the only un- 
pleasant incidents. 

But it Florence fell below our expectations, 
bow far above any that we dared to form rises 
the Eternal City! Beneficent arrangement 
for our welfare indeed was 
that which gave us but a day’s pause 
in the so-called City of Flowers 
(the blossoms were represented to us only by 
an old and very ugly woman with the broad- 
est-brimmed hatl ever saw, who persisted in 
thrusting a big bouquet of withered flowers 
into our railway coach as we left the city), and 
broucht us directly here, where a fresh, cool 
breeze blows all the time; where fountains of 
delightful water gush forth at almost every 
corner one turns, and where the very sun 
himself seems more chary of his rays. Our 
hotel is charmingly situated on high land, 
above the city proper, and the rooms are so 
large and airy as to be perfectly luxurious, 
with the vast, cool drawing-rooi below, and 
the dining hall, where food is served that 
seems wonderfully toothsome after our 
jong penance of fast in Ger- 
many—heaven defend me from German 
cooking in the future. Just fancy caraway 
seeds in your potatoes and spearmint and 
sugarin your green peas, with bread liter- 
aily as hard as a rock. 

Wearrived here last Thursday afternoon, 
and we lenve this afternoon for Naples. Con- 
Zratulate us, gentle reader, on our long gest 
in Reme. Itis a genuine breathing spell, for, 
although we have done wonders in the way 
of sight-s:eing, we have still been given pos- 
sibie hours of rest. Breakfast at S; the cir- 
riages at 8:30; back at 12:50; lunch at I: idle 
hours tl 3:50, when carriages have again 
been taken to return bare!y in season fof the 
7 clock tahie @hote, after which one was at 
liberty to go straight to bed, thus 
mahing up sleep that mas been lost 
all along the road bebind us. Jt would be 
Useless to attempt giving vou our pro- 
ramme of sight-seeing here, forit has cov- 
ered ail the usual g:ound—or at least far 
more of it than would be supposed in the time 
that has been at our disposal. We have been 
doully favored inthe matter of guides, for 
not only bave we bad our own very compe- 
tent conductor, but the special services of Mr. 
=. Russell Forbes, the arch:vologist, were se- 
cured for us, and what with the familiar talks 
which he bas given us in the drawing-room 
each evening on the ground to be covered the 
next dar, with his personal attendance and 
explanations on the spot,“ and with his 
terse and well-written little guide-book, 
“Six Days’ Rambles in tome, of 
whieh everybody has a copy, we had 
protited greatly by this piece of good fortune 
—or ratber, of good management on the part 
of Dr. Tourjee. By the way, you may have 
an opportunity of hearing Mr. Forbes lecture 
on Rome, where he has been studying the an- 
tiquities and watching the researches for the 
past ten years, as I understand he intends 
visiting America, and making a lecture tour 
of the principal cities in the fall. 

Among ruins and catacombs and art-gal- 
leries, we found time for a half hour at the 
Quirinal Palace, the abode of royalty, and 
that royalty itself had but just vanished at our 
approach—end no wonder, for nothing would 
have been left of his highness had our twenty 
odd women had a chance at him!—was 
plainly manifested by tbe  half-smoked 
cigar and scattered ashes which one 
of our curiosity bunters discovered on a ta- 
ble, and, I presume, captured as a souvenir. 
It is a beautiful place, this home of the youth- 
ful King and Queen of Italy. We went 
through long vistas of gilded and frescoed 
apartments, with furniture of gilt, brocade, 
marbie and many other valuable materials, 
but a few trifles were to be seen which seem- 
ed incongruous. For instance, Brussels car- 
pets were occasionally seen, so worn in places 
that the threads of the foundation were plain- 
ly visible, and in other causes the breadths 
were mismatched—very badly mismatched— 
so that balf ofaleaf or a flower would be 

aced against half of u scroll or other desiga. 
— quite as if, the carpet having be- 
come worn, the breadths had been 
changed at the last cleaning-day, 
so as to put the worn ones under the furni- 
ture, and thus the wrong ones put together. 
In other rooms, the more comfortable chairs 
and lounges were faded and rubned, while 
the more stately ones were in all their pristine 
Llory, ſust as is the casein your house and 
mine, good friends. Then I wondered much 
what was the capacity in the roval household 
of the very shabby young man who opened 
‘doors in advance of us, and kept an eve on the 
valuables. He contrasted strongly with the 
couple of huce guards who passed us on the 
stairs, in their gorgeous uniform, which was 
topped off with a steel helmet from which de- 
pended athick horse-hair switch at least a 
vard long. ‘The head-gear of the ordinary 
soldiers bereis quite as remarkable, being a 


very broad-brimmed hard felt hat, usually 


black, but I noticed on Sunday they were 
covered with white cloth—worn on the ex- 
treme side of the head, and decorated with an 
immense bunch of very long cock’s plumes, 
which entirely covers the hat, and blows into 
their faces and tickles their ears and noses. 
As one young sprig of the military turned his 
head to gaze at our party the other day,a 
breeze blew the whole mass of feathers di- 
rectly across his face, which they utterly ob- 
secured, and from which he only emerged by s 
very vigorous shake of his head and gesture 
of his hands. Wonder if he used a swear 
word’ The strangest attired people, how- 
ever, are the Swiss Guards of the Pope, who, 
in thoir vertically striped clothes of biack, red 
and orange, in equal parts, look so like harle- 
quins at it is impossible to help 
staring at them. The Lope himself is not 
receiving, 80 we cannot stare at him. But 
the menks and friars and priests that throng 
the streets are queer enough. Inever before 
really believed in the existence of bowed 
white-haired men, clothed in long, scant 
gowns of coarsest brown sack-cloth tied at 
the waist withe pees of rope. and supple- 
mented only by old sandais out at the toes 
acd by a brown pointed hood for the head. 
Poor old Capuchins! We visited yesterday 
the strangest of all strange burying places, 
the sepulchre of three or four little rooms 
under their monastery, wherein the bones of 
numberiess defunct Capuchins are displayed 
in most fantastic manner, the ceiling belong 
frescoed with them, chandeliers and other or- 
naments made of them, and entire skeletons, 
clad ia the same garments they wore in their 
long-ago life-time, being preserved 
in niches, in various easy positions.

FOURIKRISNX. 


Reminiscences of Horace Greeley and 
the Sylvania Phalanx. 

[New York Correspcndence of the Troy ‘Limes.] 

I notice a paragraph in general circulation 
in reference to Greeléy’s connection with the 
Sylvania Phalanx, which is very incorrect— 
especially in the statement that the great. edi- 
tor sank $25,000 in the investment. This were 
simply impossible, since the whole of Greeley’s 

roperty atthat time was not equal to one- 

alf tbat amount. I well remember the 
Fourierite movement, in which Greeley was 
so deeply interested, and its failure was one 
of his early disappointments. During the 
winter of 1813 a series of meetings were held 
in a third-story room in John street, for the 
purpose of starting a new social effort, and 
Greeley devoted à column in the Tribune to 
the subject. Albert Brisbane edited this de- 
partment, but Greeley was enthusiastic in its 
development. The movement was duly or- 
ganized, its members being men who had 
failed in business, or were generally incom- 
petent to make a living, and hoped to find 
this an easy way. As a sample of the wisdom 
displayed I may add that the farm was pur- 
chased during the winter, being at that time 
covered with two feet of snow. The ‘‘Syl- 
vapians,’’ as they called themselves, were so 
credulous that they were facile dupestoa 
ridiculous fraud. 

In the early part of April, 1845, | had occa- 
sion to leave the city for Northern Pennsylva- 
nia, going by the Erie Road, which at that 
time extended from Piermont to Goshen. 
Piermont was to be reached by steamboat, 
and after taking passage I observed a peculiar 
crowd aboard, out before I could learn its 
character a tall, lank, stcop-shouldered young 
man came hurrying forward. His counteu- 
ance had a very winning expression and wore 
a childlike simplicity which looked **verdant,”’ 
(as they say) toa striking degree. Ithought 
be might be a rural schoolmaster, but in 
what part of the world could such a “‘green- 
horn?“ be tolerated’ His features were 


| smooth and when he spoke displaved a beau- 
| tiful smile, but his coat was seedy, his chin 


uLsbaven, and there was adeficiency of neck- 
tie and collar, I left my work, boys, pur- 
posely to see vou off,“ exclaimed the green- 
norn. How do vou feel’ All right,” 
exclaimed a deen at once. Well, only 
keep up to the mark and you can’t help suc- 
ceeaibe, aud jet us hear from you as often as 
vou can.“ As he said this the boat moved 
on «hd the-Fourierite crowd waved fare- 
well to Horace Greeley, who shkufll-d 
offtotbe Tribune building. On making tue 
acguaintance cf these **reorganizers of soci- 
ety’’ 1 found all classes represented, tuus 
forming amoticy group of ineflicient enthu- 
siasts—each ou imbubed with chimerical no- 
tions. One of them said in reply to my inqui- 
ries that he expected that the Sylvania pna- 
lanx would in a few years lead to such a revo- 
lution that all maukind would soon be living 
in phaiansteries. Another one said “he had 
tried everything else, but owing to the errors 
in secietvy he bad never succeeded; but now 
he had become a Sylvanian and felt sure of 
success.“ After reaching Goshen he conclud- 
ed to go afoot, and [ had the honor of march- 
ing with the Fourierite crowd over the Penn- 
syivania mountains until we parted near 
their destination, which was Lackawaxen. 
As soon as they mentioned the latter IJ knew 
that the effort could oaly be a failure. I knew 
the land to be tov barren for ordinary farminy, 
and I then learned that the purchase had been 
made without any examination of thesoil. [ 
could not therefore besurp: ised when I heard 
of the failure of the enterprise. The enthu- 
siasts eoon cot tired of hard work, and when’ 
the money supplies from the city were dis- 
continued they all had to leave or starve. It 
was aridiculous affair throughout, and it was 
by just such lessons that Greeley acquired ex- 
perience.

Congressmen Not of a Superlor Order 
of Humanity—Brilliant Minds Ruin- 
ed.

The more I see of Congressmen the more I 
am convinced that they are not of a superior 
order of humanity, but that, on the contrary, 
they are about like other men, with the same 
latent dangers and possibilities. When I first 
came to Washington, now nearly fifteen years 
ago, greener, and J am sure better than I am 
now, I used to look upon Congressmen with a 
good deal of awe, and the sight of Charles 
Sumner, Senator Fessenden, Ben Wade, Thad 
Stevens and men of that stamp set my knees 
a-quaking, and Chase and Stanton drove me 
half mad. Afterwards I came to know these 
men, but it took vearstoroot out the old 
ideas and divest them of their godliness. 
When l had done this I found that they 
were merely children of a larger 
growth and that they were not above news- 
paper paragraphs and could get just as much 
annoyed ata wicked little item as a ward 
politician. Here in Washington we geta 
better knowledge of what are known the 
country over as great men, and we have seen 
them one day at almost the pinnacle of hu- 
man greatness, and the next sunk so low that 
all their former greatness was forgotten. We 
have seen Cabinet officers one day riding in 
their gorgeous carriages, bowed to by all and 
respectea by ail, and the next day living in 
boarding-houses, with shabby clothes and 
broken spirit. A few cases have come to my 
notice lately which will more forcibly illus- 
trate the idea that it does not necessarily 
change the nature of a man to send him to 
Congress. 

THE TERRITORIAL DELEGATES. 

The Territories bave been rather lucky for 
the past dozen vears or so in sending men of 
mental strength and brilliancy to represent 
them in Congress. Thus we have had Cavan- 
augh, Clagitt and Mazinnis, all able and elo- 
quent men; Steele, of Wyoming; Fitch, of 
Nevada: Cannon, of Utah, and others whose 
names have now escaped me. Cavanaugh, 
now dead, represented two States in Congress 
before he went to Montana and was one of the 
best speakersin the House. Clagitt, whose 
biography, written by himself, says he was 
early educated to a knowledge of the rod and 
not much else, was also an eloquent man and 
an able Representative. Steele, of Wyoming, 
though young in vears and small of stature, 
was a powerful speaker and never failed to 
command the attention of the House. He it 
was who won the prize of the otlicers in 
‘T’bomas Francis Meagher’s brigade for the 
best steeple-chase riderin the Army ofthe 
Potomac. Tom Fitch, of Nevada, was known 
as the silver-toncued orator. Maginnis is Still 
in the House and there is not in the whole 
membersbip a more eloquent and powerful 
speaker. [came near furgetting Patterson,. 
of Colorado, who was also a strong and forci- 
ble Crator. 

A BRILLIANT MAN’S RUIN. 


One name among the list of Territorial dele ~ 


egaies I will not mention. He was inthe 
Ijou:e for four years, and from the time he 
entered it until the expiration of his second 
term he was gieaily respected. lle was an 
ar exceptionally able mun, a profound think- 
er, a chaste logician anda brilliant speaker. 
He was coilege-bred, had spent years in 
foreign travel, was a lawyer and had been in 
many responsible oilicial positions. He had 
been in the Legislature of one of the Western 
States, had been receiver ofthe Public Moneys 
and Surveyor-General. While in Cangregs he 
lectured before church and scientide socie- 
ties here. and no man in Congress was more 
generally respected. Wouldthe reader like 
to know where this great man is now’ Heis 
still in Washington and about as 
low in the human scale as it is 
possible for a man to be. He 
first became the victim of a gambler, who was 
himseif at one time à distinguished member 
of Congress from a great Western State. To- 
gether they carried on what they called private 
club rooms, and there they fleeced their vic- 
tims as they could catch them. They were 
frequentiy raided by the police, but they 
monaged to get off; but they sunk lower and 
lower each year, until finally they got to the 
lowest game of “policy.’’ The ex-Congress- 
man from a Western State died a few years 
ago. Theex-Delegateis now keeping one 
of the lowest dives in thecity. His place is 
estensibly acigar store, but athin partition 
separates it from a bagnio of the lowest char- 
acter. The man flaunts his shame in the broad 
glare of day and may be seen at almost any 
time sitting in front of his disgraceful abode 
in his shirt sleeves, brazenly facing people 
who knew him in bis better days. 

Here is another ease that almost makes one 
Icse faith in human nature. In 1844 there 
graduated from Harvard University a young 
man of wonderful promise. He was twenty- 
two years old andthe world opened bright 
and premising before him. He was, I believe, 
for atime ateacherin Harvard and subse- 
quently he founded a very successful school 
in Massachusetts. Sometime afterwards he 
went South as principal of a State normal 
school. The war coming on, he was driven 
from the State and came North. At the close 
of the war he went back to the Southern State 
as Collector of Internal Revenue: When the 
State was reconstructed he was elected to the 
Upited States Senate and served with distinc- 
tion forsix years. He was chairman ofthe 
Committee on Education and Labor and a 
member of the appropriations and other im- 
portant committees. He was avery strong 
and pleasing speaker and stood very high 
among his colleagues. After his term expired 
be was appointed Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury and was at times Acting Secretary. 
It was here that he fell. He was courted and 
flattered and used. Wine,cards and women 
did their part to accomplish his fall. There 
were some very crooked transactions while he 
was in office, and some way or other the As- 
sistant Secretary lost his oiliceand landed in 
jail. He was speedily got out, however, but 
he became wretehediy poor and got to bor- 
rowing fifty-cent pieces of his old friends. 
It was a pitiful sight to see him about and 
know what he had been. Finally some- 
body had bim appointed to a — 9 — 
dred-dollar clerkship (he wrote a beautiful 
band) and it was thought that he might pick 
up and recover; but he didn’t. He had got a 
postion for gambling. and whenever he could 
obtain any money he sought the tiger and of 
course lost it, and soon he lost his little 
clerkship. [understand be now borrows a 
dollarortwo whenever he can and goes into 
the lowest places and plays until it is gone. 
If he hasno money, which is nearly always 
the case, he will sit where the game is going 
on and keep the score forthe low wretches 
that infest tne dives he visits. He once had 
a charming family of boys and girls, but the 
Lord only knows where they are now. If 
there is anything stranger or more revolting 
a this in fiction I have never come across 
t. 

STRANDED AND LEFT BY THE TIDE. 

Warhipgton is full of ex-Congressmen and 
higher officers who, dropping out of public 
life poor and without legitimate occupation,

An Actor Whose Life Has Been Short- 
ened by Dissipation. 
[New York Letter to Philadelphia Times.! 

Come with me to a consideration of one of 
the great comedians: of the age, Mr. E. A. 
Sothern, concerning whom I. haye private ad- 
vices of a most serious nature. hat heis a 
very sick man I know, and that his own dread 
is very greatis evidenced by the fact that his 
agent, Mr. Wall, has canceled all his engage- 
ments in the theaters of the country and noti- 
tied the unfortunate company hired to sup- 

ort him that their services will not be needed. 

his is pretty tough on the actors, but they 
are like eels in their dealings with managers 
and have some tolerably tough experiences. I 
first saw Mr. Sothern in the Continental 
Hotel. when Paran Stevens was flourishing 
thereabouts and Charley Hills was room 
clerk. Sotbern was then known as Mr. 
Stuart, and a mighty weak walking gent“ he 
was. He dressed well on small pay. In 
fact. he always cared more for his back than 
his belly and never allowed the one to be 
shabby for the sake of making 
the other comfortable: Later on, when 
he had become rich and famous, he called on 


me in the Astor House, where I had an office, 


and during a conversation he gave me the 
story of the “*Americar Cousin“ and the al- 
terations he had made in it from time to time. 
He had then played it so many times thatina 
sense he had became Dundrearyized,although, 
to tell the truth, Dundreary is simpiy an ex- 
aggerated Sothern. Dundreary is by no 
means sucha fool as he looks. Neither is 
Sothern. Dundreary told silly stories. So 
does Sothern. But he was always doing kind- 
nesses in a grotesque way. Sois Sothern. For 
years Sotbern lived on practical jokes, cham- 
pagne and strong cigars. His nerves were on 
the surface and be suffered fearfully with 
neuralgic headache. He was much more 
methodical in pecuniary matters than most 
people think. He was selfish and liberal, 
thoughtless and tender-hearted, grasping and 
generous—a queer combination. For one who 
is compelled—as all actors seem to be—to be 

olite, Sothern was very independent. 
zoucicault is the qnintessence of the artis- 
tie tyrant aod would never stop to think 
of the effect a complaint made by him 
might have on thefortunes of a poor devil; 
but Sothern has many a time tolerated imper- 
tinence aud incompetency rather than take 
the bread from afellow’s mouth. I see some 
of the papers are talking about Sothern’s do- 
mestic matters and parading his infelicitous 
home life before the rising generation. | can’t 
see tlie use of it. Sothernacted badly at one 
time, but, as I understand it, everything is 
O. K. now, and it seems rather rough to drag 
up the old scandal just as the hero of the tale 
falls on his cotand gasps for breath. He will 
be missed in both hemispheres. Across the 
water he found favor in a profligate though 
elevated circle, in which the Pr-n-e of W-lI-s 
(I believe that’s the way to put it) was chief, 
and I dare say they will quaff a bumper in 
honor of his memory when he is gone. Over 
here he had few friends out of his own line of 
life and but verv few intimates in that. He 
treated George De Vere and bis accomplised 
and versatile wife, Nellie Mortimer, very 
roughly, as indeed he did all the American 
artists who went over to support him in the

THE IOWA METEOR. 


itis Purchased forthe British Museum, 
56,500 Being Paid for It. 


[From the Davenport (lowa) Democrat. July 27.) 


In May, 1879, the largest meteoricstone ever 
beheld in America fell ona farm in Emmet 
county. The farm belonged to Mrs. Col. C. 
II. Perry, ef Keokuk. ‘The stone lav im- 
bedded tifieen feet deep in the ground for ten 
or twelve days, Visited by hundreds of people, 
each one carrying off a piece of it. A friend 
of Mrs. Perry, residing in this city, wrote her 
asking her if she would not like to have the 
meteorite stored in the Davenport Academy 
of Sciences. She repliedthat it would cost 
$150 to $160 to get it out and place it upon the 
railroad train—for something would have to 
be paid the tenant of the farm, who claimed a 
sort of partnership in the ownership—and if 
the academy would raise the amount it might 
have the stone and welcome. Alas! there 
wasn't a dollar in the academy treasury, and 
the effort to raise the amount failed. 

Then a Mr. Berge gave Mrs. Perry 8160 for 
the stone, she supposing he intended it for 
an institution inthis State—and Mr. Berge 
gu ve the farm tenant $50 or $69 for the right 
of way across his fields. Andso Mr. Berge 
got possession of that stone,and not long 
since he sold it tothe British Museum, for 
46,500; and there it is to be placed ina 
glass case and preserved asa celestial won- 
der. Its weight when shipped for London 
was 431 pounds. When Mr. Berge was ex- 
hibiting the stone at Keokuk, Mrs. Perry se- 
cured a couple of pieces, and one of them she 
has sent to the academy. Accompanying 
Mrs. Perry’ gift are two late photographs of 
the original stone. Shesays in her letter: 
»These views, with the specimen of the me- 
teor, will illustrate the character of the great 
aerolite, now so famous. The speciman was 
scaled off in some way after it came to Keo- 
kuk, and weighs just one pound. I hope 
there may be something else I can do for that 
blessed academy, not only for the sake of 
those I love who are at work, but I feel great- 
ly interested in it as an educational power in 
the world, and as a splendid example of what 
may be accomplished oy energy and devotion 
to a good cause. Surely the recognition that 
comes so gratefully from abroad will start 
echoes at home.“ ä 

Do you know what made the Emmet coun- 
ty aerolite so valuable” It wus unlike any 
other well authenticated rock from heaven 
that ever fell upon earth. It was composed 
of earth, triolite, iron, nickel, cobalt, phos- 
phorus, copper, sulphur, lead, silver, gold, 
silica, magnesia, alumina, soda, lithia, and 
potzssium, all distinct, yet all altogether like 
the particles of a granite biock. The piece in 
the academy lies at the side of a sampie of an 
serolite which fell in Jobnson county, in 1875 
—but the latter is nothing but stone glazed 
black with fire; and still another piece of 
aerolite, from California, is in the case—and 
it is composed of splints of iron.

ASSASSINATED FOR PAY. 


Celd-Blooded Murder of a Mississippi 
Physician. 
[From the Vicksburg Herald, July 30. | 


In yesterday morniug's Herald appeared a 
telegram to the effect that Dr. M. T. Williams, 
a prominent merchant, planterand physician 
cf Yazoo county, had been assassinated Satur- 
day evening, about a quarter of a mile from 
his residence, near Mechanicsburz, by a 
negro who bad been paid to commit the deed. 
About 11 o’clock Saturday night Dr. Wil- 


liams's horse went home riderless, something 
‘whic 


had never been known to occur befor>. 
The Doctor’s family became alarmed, fearin 
that he had been thrown from the anima 
and either killed or seriously injured. Im- 
mediate and vigilant search was instituted 
for him along the road. About two miles 
from Mechanicsburg, and one from the 
residence on Benton Road. the missing man 
was found lying on his face, covered 
with blood and lifeless. Upon examination 
it was found that he had been shot in the 
center of the back with a heavy load of buck- 
shot from a shot-gun. The body was convey- 
ed to the residence and prepared for inter- 
ment. During the night friends of Dr. Will- 
iams were indefatigable in their efforts td fer- 
ret out the perpetrator of the crime. Early 
Sunday morning a negro named Allen Green, 
who worked with Lewis Rosenberger, was 
suspected and his arrest secured. One of 
Green’s shees, which was patched in a re- 
markable way, was compared with certain 
foot-prints on the side of the road nęar where 
Williams had been assassinated. The shoe 
and the foot-prints corresponded exactly. 
Green was taken to jail at Satartda, and, be- 
ing closely questioned, confessed himself 
guilty, but implicated Lewis Rosenberg, a 
merchant at Mechanicsburg, between whom 
and Dr. Williams feelings anything but 
friendly had existed for some time. He first 
stated that he and Rosenberg killed him, and 
then again made otner statements, conclud- 
ing, finally, 1 saying that he (Green) had 
committ the deed. but was paid 
to doit by Rosenberg, who gave him 
$150, the amount stipulated. The prison- 
er further stated that Rosenberg remarked 


that Williams had to be got out of the coun- 


try, and with that intent oftered Green first 
$25, then $50, and again $75, $100, $125, 
and finally $150, which, as above stated, was 
accepted asa fair price forthe shedding of 
human blood. He and Rosenberg had sever- 
al days previous to the assassination picked 
out the spot. The place chosen was in a re- 
tired spot, about a mile from the Doctor's 
residence and two from Mechanicsburg. On 
the night of the assassinatioa the negro hid in 


ambush ina lot of biush, and as his victim | 
passed, at 10:30 o’clock, on his way home, 
quietly came from his concealment,and, level- 
ing his shot-gun, fired. The Doctor fell from 


his horse to the ground, and the animal pro- 
ceeded on his way home uninjured. 
time Green rented a piece of land from Dr. 
Williams, but, proving himself entirely 


worthless, was driven from the place, with | 
the threat that if he returned again he would |

be given a thrashing. 
fore the assassination Dr. Williams caught 
Green prowling around on his place and 
whipped him as he had promised to do. 

Lewis Rosenberg has not been friend!y with 
Dr. Williams for nearly four years. The 
prime object of his dislike for that gentleman 
arose out ofa search warrant which the latter 
bad issued against him on the occasion ofa 
burgiary committed at Williams’ store. Dr. 
Williams charged Rosenberg with breaking 
into his store and making away with his 
goods. A lot of goods with Dr. Williams’ 
brand upon them was found in Rosenberg’s 
store. Rosenberg reported Dr. Williams 
several times to the grand jury for selling 
liquor without license, and vice versa. Dr. 
Williams was a wealthy planter, a physician 
of a large and profitable practice, and, as we 
understand it, uid a safer and more extensive 
business in merchandise than Rosenberg. The 
latter was jealous of the former, and fre- 
quently offered him grievous insults. 

Rosenberg was arsested upon the negro’s 
statement, and both were placedin jail to- 
gether at Satartia Sunday night. On Monday 
about sixty or seventy-five people in the 
neighborhood armed themselves and started 
for Satartia. Before there arrival there, how- 
ever, the officers in charge of the jail sent 
Green and Rosenberg across the river, and, 
putting a guard upon the ferry-boat, for- 
bade any ope to cross. The prisoners 
were then taken to jailat Yazoo City. Af- 
terwards it was found necessary to have the 
testimony of the negro atthe Coroner’s in- 
quest, and Green was sent for, but had not 
arrived when the Carroll passed Sartartia 
Monday evening. Furtber particulars will be 
given in a> few days. Dr. Williams 
was one of the most popular pbysicians in 
Yazoo county, an excellent geatieman, and at 
the time of his taking off wasin the fortieth 
vear of his age. He leaves a wife and ten 
children to mourn his untimely loss.

The Proposed Tunnel at Montreal.

The public interest in the tunnel under the 
St. Lawrence River is increasing much, now 
that it is pretty generallypelieved that, the re- 
sult of the survey being satisfactory, as it is 
expected it will be, the work will be under- 
taken in earnest. A number of the promo- 
ters of the company, engineers, etc., visited 
the Hochelaga side early this forenoon. Here 
the chief difficulty is said to lie in the sandy 
nature of the soil on the bank and for some 
distance out in thé river bottom. The actuai 
survey with the object of arrivi at defi- 
nite plans, estimates, etc., will n on Mon- 
day under the direction of Mr. Shanley. The 
probable place of entrance on the Hochel- 
aga side will be opposite Morrow street, and 
the exit will be at some point between Isle 
Ronde and Longueil wharf. A tunnel com- 
ing out at the points named will, it is thought, 
pass through the greatest quantity of rock, or 
rather, stone and hard clay, which are the 
most practicable to work, other species of 
earth causing constant accidents by caving in 
and entailing al r outlay to carry out. In 
conversation with Mayor Prefontaine, our re- 
porter learned that the surveys would take 
about twe weeks to complete. In the mean- 
time the company is being formed, and on 
the completion of the survey the report will 
be made to the Government, when prelimin- 
aries will be settled and the tunnel pushed 
forward with ali possibie dispatch.

Missouri Bond Repudiation.., 
St. LOUIS, August 2, 1880. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I think I can truthfully state that your 
editorial review of the indebtedness of Mis- 
souri counties in your issue of July 30 was the 
mest thorough and complete that has yet ap- 
peared. One omission, however, occurred 
which I request you to publish. That is the 
case of Cape Girardeau county, one of the 
most important counties in the State. 

In 1869 a proposition was submitted to the 
voters of the township of Cape Girardeau to 
subscribe one hundred and fifty thousard 
dollars to the stock of the Cape Girardeau 
and State Line Ratlroad Company, and to 
pay tor such subscription by an issue of bonds 
inthat amount, running twenty years and 
pearing eight per cent interest. 

At an election duly held the subscription was 
ordered by a vote of 376 votes in favor and 
only 7 against the subscription. 

The bonds were thereupon issued and sold 
in the city ot St. Louis at a high priee and the 
paoceeds paid over to the County Court ot 
Cape Girardeau County. 

What became ot the money, what benefit 
the county received, gre questions in which the 
bondholders have no interest and in the deter- 
mination of which they had no voice. 

But the bondholders paia a very high price 
for the bonds ana the county received the 
money. 

For four or fly paid 
annual interest 40, Wat the boeds brd > 
sold at par. The county had 
in the iu 18700r 1871 to

Since 1874 not one dollar of interest has been 
paid on these bends, and there are few of the

inconvenience. Stitl a trial appeared neces- 
tary. though the principle was approved, and 
the experiment was made last pigpt. Lt must 
de premised, of course, tnat the trial was 
accomplished under very different circum- 
‘tances than the Pole will ever witness. In 
abe first place, the three-linked baltoons as- 
eended without any otber incubus thao a 
beavy sand-bag, and, therefore, caused no 
risk of Life. But the interest of the under- 
tukhing lay in the fact that a larger balloon, 
to which was attached a car coa— 
taining Mr. Coxwell and some other gentle 
men, quittedthe earth immediately after- 
waro, and showed what difference was to be 
expected in a car held up by one balloon anda 
eur supported by turee. ‘Lhe voyagetirs were 
not labouring, it must be remembered, under 
precisely the same conditions which would 
bamper Arctic travelers. They were not 
boxed up in a close and heated carriage, as 
they must be in the Noth. Neither were they 
provisioned with pemmican and lime juice, 
but hadthe cho:ccst wines and food which 
the vast cellars and kitchens 
of the Alexandra Palace could 
afford. Still, there were many things of great 
interest to be noted, and they were the follow- 
ing: First, thatthe three balloons fastened 
to the triangle bumped violently together 
with great energy very eften, and had they 
supported cars iu the air must have given the 
occupants a very fair idea of what 
rea-sickness Meant. Secondly, that they took 
a course somewhat ditferent from that which 
was marked out by the single balloon, and 
so showed that some allowance must be made 
fer this nevel mode of aerial navigation. 
Thirdly, they proved that the idea of a triple 
team inthe air was a possible and“ workable“ 
one, and that tbe balioons will not burst, that 
they will go along merrily enough without 
figbtipy against each other, and tast the 
Arctic aerial navigator, with three of them, 
_ wilt be very much safer than the man wao 
would attempt togo withone. Altogether, 
the iuea of Commander Cheyne was fouad to 
be feasible, und, itisto be hoped, will now 
be carried into practice. <As the riva 
balloons went aloft it was clear that had three 
instead of one balloon guided the destinies o 
Mr. Coxwell’s party, he ascent would have 
been as sare, and the result as satisfactory, a.

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A Flight From the Harem. 
From a Constantinople Letter. | 

A curious incident has occurred, which, 
with the sensitiveness of the Moslems in att 
matters connected with female domesticity 
and barem arrangements, may seriously com- 
Dlieate matters. A few days ago a female at- 
tendant escaped from ex Sultan Murad’s 
palace at Tcherngan and fed to l'era. Her 
first impulse was to take refuge ia the Rus- 
sian embassy, but, mindful of the kindness 
shown by the English to the Moslem refugees, 
she changed her mind and fled to the British 
embassy. But, as itis deserted in summer in 
favor of Therapia, there was only an embassy 
dracoman to receive her. Having exhausted 
all bis eloquence to persuade her to return to 
her own quarters, he telegraphedto Mr. Go- 
seben, and Mr. St. John, the first Secretary, 
was sent down to Perato examine into the 
matter. The whole affair bes been kept a 
secret, but the woman stated that sbe was the 
treasurer of Sultan Murad’s barom. 

Sne is beiieved to have played au imDortant 
part in the intrigues which raised her master 
to the throne, as in thore which brought 
ubout his fall. She bas been an inmate of 
the barem for twenty yeurs, since she was 
brought to Constantinople from Cireassia 
as a child, and is now about 25 or 30 years 
old. ‘There are two versions of the reasons 
which induced her to leave the palace. The 
one is that she had had a love intrigue with a 
@hiaour, the discovery of which had placed 

ber life in danger. The other is more sensa- 

jional, but is credited in Turkish circles. 
The woman is supposed to have been pos- 
sessed of some state secrets which rendered 
her presence at Constantinople undesirable; 
she was therefore ordered to marry a cer- 
tain Turkish officer and proceed with him to 
Mecca, and it wasintimated to her that obe- 
dience was expected of ber under the ex"reme 
penalty. In favor of this theory is auduced 
the fact that she was visited frequently of 
late by Said Pasha, thelate Prime Minister, 
andby Negib,l’asba, one of the trusty coun- 
«idors of the Sultan; but this fact itself re- 
quires further corroburation. Anyhow, her 
declaration appears to have been sulfticieatly 
Important for ihe steam launch of her Ma- 
jesty’s sbip Antelope to be sent down to Con- 
sfantinople: and the captain of the British 
stationnatre add Mr. St. John took charge of 
ber in person and conveyed her to Therapia, 
where she remained for two days on board 
the Antelove, and has tinally been transferred 
to the British summer residence,

THE CARONDELET DEPOT. 


“Ehe tron Mountain Road Preparing tes 
Erect New Buildings. * 


The shabby, miserable depot at Plum street 
has often been commented upon, and by no 
‘means in very flattering terms, not only by 
residents of Carondelet, who pass and repass 
‘every day, but by strangers. The depot itself 
is not, however, by any means the worst 
feature in the matter. but its 
surroundings and the passing along Pium 
street, which is often in a condition to render 
it almost impossible for anv one, and especiai- 
ly ladies, to pass along without their clock 
ing being ruined by mud and filth 
thrown by teams. There no 
doubt but the depot accommodation: 


at Plum and Main, as well as the diliculty of 
reaching it, dave deterred very many persons 
from taking up their residence in Carondelet. 
The number and frequency of the trains is all 
that could be desired by the most exactmg, 
thé great obstacle being in 

REACHING THE TRAINS. 

Bad as this state of affairs is in day- 
light, it is infinitely worse at 
at night and persons compelled to make the 
late train are in the habit, if alone, of takinz 
the middle of the street for fear of being bi 
by a slung-shot, or some other missile, ia 
passing bv the dark alleys. 

Complaints against tbe railroad com- 
pany {from citizens of the southern 
portion of the eity have deen leud 
and frequent in regard to this matter and the 
¢ompany seem disposed to do exactly what ts 
needed and which will greatly iucrease the 
material prosperity of Carondelet and add 

immeasurably to the comfort of residents 
here. The iniention of the company is, if the 
necessary permission to cross Third street can 
be obtained, toerect a bandsame passenger 
depot atthe corner of Fourth street and 
Chouteau avenue, and run Carondele trains 
and the De Soto train to that poiat. Passea- 
gers would then be landed where, if they 
choose, they could take street cars to any par! 
of the city, or if, as now, they walked from 
THE DEPOT, 
the distance to the corner of Fourth 
and Vium streets would ve no greater than it 
now is from the present depot. Ibis not for the 
railroad company that the citizens of Caron- 
delet desire and demand that the right of way 
be granted without delay, allowing the com: 
anv simply to lay tracks across Third street, 
yatitis forthe convenience of those compelled 
to go daily tothe city and alsothat one serious 
drawback to the pro-perity of this part of the 
city may be removed.
